Here  for  a time  was  service  above  self, 
service  which  stands  as'^a  bright  example 
before  the  changing  generations.  Self-con- 
trol, self-reliance,  the  ability  to  accept  what 
life  has  to  offer  without  whining,  these  aie 
qualities  which  reinforcpiimman  character, 
pattern  it  more  closelyvon  what  an  in- 
dividual should  be  That  is  the  world’s  gam.

To  arrive  at  a really  satisfactory  conclualoo, 
these  figures  would  require  breaking  up  and 
careful  analjralng.  Xt  would  have  to  be  deter- 
mined what  proportion  of  these  mental  Invalids 
^are 'dwellers  and  workers  In  cities  and  large 
towns,  as  well  as  the  kind  of  work  they  have  been

The  sun  ahone  brightly  as  it 
been  doing  without  letup  of  late 
as  I ^ ..n  the  Ca.  rij

All  along  that  742-fcwl  rampart,  meri, 
women  and  children'  were  slumped  in 
a similar  statuesque  p<-.-  : -Somf  mai. 
assume  it  to  the  exclusion  of  bU  else, 
apparently,  fur  they  ate  ft)  be  seen 
there  every  day. 

When  there  are  ships  to  sec  water* 
IS  always  attractive,  add  the  harbpr 
never  looked  more  enticing  io  long  as 
one  did  not  glance  too  steeply  down, 
for  It  was  low  tide,  and  mud  and  the 
flotsam  of  the  sea  are  not  as  pretty 
at  close  hand  as  painters  make  them 
seem  on  convos.  Waterfronts  are  in- 
variably drab  place.s,  however,  and 
Victoria  Is  fortunate  that  Its  inner 
basin  has  the  pleasing  background  It 
has,  even  allowing  that  one  side  could 
stand  a face-lifting. 

For  a port  of  Tall  the  scene  was 
strangely  quiescent,  as  though  the 
handmaidens  of  commerce  were  Im- 
pelled to  conform  with  the  grtclous 
legend  of  Victoria.  Over  on  the  indus- 
trial reserve  the  chimneys  smoked 
delicately,  with  none  of  the  rush  of 
more  vulgar  stacks.  In  the  blue  sky 
above  a plane  droned  ahead  of  a 
• drogue,  the  target  of  white  puffs  that 
spread  themselve.«  so  nonchalantly 
they  must  have  known  It  was  all  In 
fun.  The  gulls  wheeled  without  a 
murmur.  In  (he  distance  the  Booke 
hlUs  formed  their  immemoilal  immo- 
bile backdrop  *. 

* * * 

Even  the  Marguerite,  about  to  sail 
for  the  turgid  atihosphere  of  Vancou- 
ver, muted  her  wsLmmg  blast  in  defer- 
ence to  placidity.  Her  whistle  sounded 
^ce  wnd  once, only,  before  her  iron 
prow  withdrew  from  near  contact  with 
the  wooden  hull  of  the  Motor  Prince" 
The  backward  departure  of  this  new 
queen  of  the  Georgiy  Straits  seemed 
a tribute  to  the  older  matriarch  of 
these  Inland  seas. 

Behind  me.  as  I knew  without 
turning  round,  a mass  of  vine  cast  an 
age-old  veneer  on  twentieth-century 
stonework.  On  my  left  the  turreled 
LeglslAve  pile  rose  grandly  from  a 
mist  of  piped  spray  to  the  apex  thU 
supports  Captain  Vanaouver.  I found 
myself  comparing  Its  enduring  orna- 
mental architecture  with  the  sleek 
structures  that  face  It  across  the  bay 
Streamlined  art,  while  admirably 
funcMonal.  has  a superflclal  look.  The 
north  and  the  south  banks  of  James 
Bay  certainly  represent  different 
ideologies.

With  the  Marguerite  gone  most  of 
my  fellow  Causeway  loungers  melted 
out  of  sight.  X lingered  on.  1 had 
never  known  the  harbor  so  silent ; 1 
almost  thought  It  was  3 a.m.  and  the 
sun  by.  some  alchemy  substituting  for 
the  moon,  llie  Black  Ball  ramp  was 
deserted.  Not  a tingle  floating  thing 
moved.  Round  the  Bapco  bend,  per- 
haps, were  tugs  and  pleasure  craft 
heading  fusslty  for  home,  but  (or  the 
present  all  was  still  If  road  traffic 
rumbled  behind  my  back  it  was  bn 
muffled  tires  or  I was  lost  In  cm- 
templatlon.  1 did  not  hear  It. 

Young  Queen  Victoria  stared  stonily 
from  her  pedestal,  made  diminutive 
by  the  (All -pointed  redwood  separat- 
ing her  from  the  Douglas  obelisk  The 
green  strl3  of  the  parliamentary  lawn 
lay  waiting,  as  usual,  for  the  next 
round  of  admiring  tourists.  The  tally- 
hos  were  about  their  lawful  occasions 
and  ao  no  raucous  Invitations  broke 
the  serenity. 

I should  have  been  bark  at  the  of- 
fice writing  this  column,  but  I was 
loath  to  tsar  myself  away  Perhaps 
not  again  would  I view  the  Inner 
Harbor  In  Just  so  pensive  a mood.  The 
waters  of  the  bay.  muddled  though 
they  were,  caught  and  held  my  imag- 
InsUon.  for  they  stretched  beyond  my 
ken  to  connect, with  all  of  the.  world's 
great  oceans,  and  1 odUd  read  In  them 
the  long  and  storied  history  of  men 
who  go  down  to  the  sea  in  ships.  That 
ts  the  magic  of  the  harbor,  any  harbor 
sblpa  And  even  If  at  this  brief  mo- 
ment the  only  evidence  of  them  was  a 
long  tine  of  bedded  CPR  funnels,  I

But.  llUit  aaior 
gels  low.  in  the  interests  ol  all.  you  are 
restricted  to  certain  houra  of  sprln- 
kUng.  "Ah,  ’ but  the  Socialist  will  say, 
"that  Is  Interfering  with  your  personal 
freedom  " Of  course  Ji  U.  Thw  only 
owe  jrith  a near  apprrdfgh  to  complftr 
freedui^^ls  Uie  hermit,  and  even  he 
hasn'L  got*ll  Your  freedom  does  not 
allow  you  to  run  against  Uie  redTlftAi. 
but  you  may  live  longer  to  enjoy  it 
Even  democracy  can  be  run  into  the 
ground,' as  in  ihal  great  country  to  the 
south  of  w.  'Where  they  elect  t^ir 
Judges  and  In  --r^^e  places  even  chfifs 
of  police,  and  a pyre  a thug  In  control 
of  votes  can  say  to  a judge:  Be  a good 
boy.  or  lose  your  Job  at  next  election.” 
While  there  may  be  a difference  in 
method,  there  is  no  fundamental  dif- 
ference between  Communism  and  So- 
cialism The  Communut  Is  simply  a 
left-wing  SorialiU.  the  Socialist,  a 
pink  Communist.  Karl  Marx  Is  the 
patron  saint  of  both.  Members  of  the 
same  family,  they  quarrel  among 
themselves  and  kick  one  another  out 
of  the  house.  The  Socialists  are  at 
present  ousting  the  Communists — or 
trying  to  — but  it  is  a Frankenstein 
they  cannot  contrtri 
The  CCF  'er  is  binder  the  delusion 
that  under  Socialism  he  would  obtain 
all  the  benel'.::;  uf  eoclallzallon  and 
still  retain  all  the  freedom.  rlghU  and 
privileges  he  now  enjoys  under  demo- 
cracy. But  he  wouldn’t  Every  lime 
a Communist  gels  into  a jam,  he 
hoUert^ioudly  for  hla  rights  under 
democracy'-rlghU  which  he  would  not 
have  under  Communism.  Under  Com- 
monism  he  would  have  only  one  right, 
to  do  as  he  w§.<  told  without  question. 

Out-and-out  Socialism  or  Commun- 
ism. without  a dictator,  U an  utter 
impossibility  whether  that  dictator  be 
^ne  man  or  a group  of  men.  That  may 
be  acceptable  In  countries  where 
people  can  be  herded.  It  is  possibly 
the  best*  form  of  government  for 
Russia  at  the  present  time  bul  among 
freed^-loving  Canadians  It  has  no 
place' whatever.  * 


Curbing  “Pension  Widows” 


<From  The  EdmonUm  Journal) 


A COMMITTEE  of  the  Brilish  House 
J \ of  Commons  haxMrawn  a good 
deal  of  critlcUm  on  Itself  (or  a change 
ItAias  prop'  ~ed  in  laws  relating  to  civil 
servants'  pension'. 

Under  Us  suggested  amendment,  the 
perulon  payable  to  a retired  clvU  serv- 
ant will  not  be  continued  to  hU  widow 
If  she  married  him  within  a y(4r  of 
his  decease  and  if  he  foresaw  his 
approaching  death  at  the  time  of  hit 
marriage. 

The  provision  is  apparently  some- 
thing new  In  British  ^nsion  legisla- 
tion, and  the  committee  has  been 
charged  with  "adding  new  terrors  to 
matrtmony.”  However,  a slmliar  rule 
has  been  In  the  Canadian  Pensions  Act 
for  thirty  years  It  provides  that  no 
pension  shall  be  payable  to  the  widow 
of  a pensioner  unless  the  Board  of 
Pension  Commissioners  Is  satisfied  the 
marriage  had  taken  place  "a  reason- 
able time”  before  the  per^sloner's 
‘death 

Such  regulations  have  an  extremely 
pracUeai  purpose  They  are  designed 
to  prevent  the  appearance  of  a clase 


of  "pension  widows " — unscrupulous 
women  who  marry  aged  or  ailing  clvU 
or  military  pensioners  In  the  hope  of 
speedily  inheriting  their  pensions. 

Women  of  this  type  were  particularly 
active  after  some  of  tbs  older  wars. 
U can  be  easily  understood  that  when 
a young  woman  has  married  an  aged 
Beteran,  perhaps  forty  or  ftAy  yearn 
after  his  military  service  ended,  the 
treasury  of  the  country  may  find  Itself 
pxj^lng  pensions  long  after  the  war  has 
passed  Into  remote  history. 

The  American  (^vU  War,  for  ex- 
ample. ended  almost  ninety  yean  ago. 
yet  the  United  Stales  Government  U 
still  paying  pensions  to  some  smart 
ladles  who  married  aged  ea-soldlers  of 
the  Union  Army.  Indeed  U Is  only  a 
few  years  ago  that  the  last  widow  of 
a veteran  of  the  War  of  1813  ceased  to 
draw  her  monthly  cheque 

If  the  suggestion  of  the  parliamen- 
tary commlttM  U adopted,  the  British 
taxpa,yers  wUl  be  spafed  the  necessity 
nf  paying  pensions  to  the  widosrs  of  Sir 
Stafford  Cripps’  austerity  corps  far 
Into  the  31st  century.
